He petitioned 
the government this morning not 
to let the Interior Ministry send 
Soblen out of the country before 
the law takes its course. 
Shapiro has authority to expel 
Soblen if he so chooses although 
there is no extradition treaty be­ 
tween Israel and the U n i t e d 
States. 
Ankorion asked the government 
to let Sobton remain under th e 
"law of return" which allows 
Jews to come to Israel and claim 
citisenship. 
This tow does not apply to 
criminals but Ankorion argued 
that Soblen's offense was primar­ 
ily political 
Earlier today Soblen was re­ 
ported under a tight security 
guard al Ramie Prison. Pris­ 
on source* said h* was suffering 
from "serious depression" a n d 
there was some fear ne might try 
to take his life 
Ankorion said he was trying to 
raise bail to get Sobton out of 
jail at the end of a 10-day re 
mand ordered by a magistrate on 
Thursday. 
Soblen fled the United S t a t e s 
Monday, forfeiting a $100,000 bood 
posted by his wife and friends, 
and arrived in Israel Tuesday

MEXICO CITY UPI - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy crossed the 2,000- 
miles to unarmed frontier be­ 
tween Mexico end the United 
States today with a "peaceful rev­

Arriving here for a 48 hour 
state visit with President Adolfo 
Lopes Mateos, Kennedy empha­ 
sised in his prepared greeting the

PITTSBURGH (UPD-A Pitts­ 
burgh industrialist urged today 
the establishment of a national 
committee to campaign for a con­ 
stitutional amendment to permit 
non-sectarian prayers in public 
schools. 
W.F. Rockwell Jr., president of 
Rockwell Manufacturing Co., said 
he has sent telegrams to three 
former presidents to lead "the na­ 
tional movement. 
Rockwell said action is already 
underway to form a Pennsylvania 
chapter of what he hopes will 
become a national “pro-prayer 
constitutional 
amendment com­ 
mittee” devoted to amending the 
Constituion to permit p u b l i c 
school prayers. 
Telegrams were sent to former 
Presidents Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Harry S. Truman and Herbert 
Hoover to lead the national move­ 
ment as co-chairmen, Rockwell 
said. 
Rockwell said formation of such 
a group was necessary because 
of the recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision banning use of a 22 word 
non-sectarian prayer in New York 
public schools. 
“While we believe the court’s 
decision was based on a question­ 
able interpretation of the Bill of 
Rights 
we have no argument 
with 
that 
decision,” 
Rockwell 
said. “It is the law of the land 
“What we are concerned with 
is enactment of legislation that 
will specifically provide a consti 
tutionaJ guarantee that our chil­ 
dren may, if they wish, partici­ 
pate in prayer in public schools.” 
Rockwell said the goal of a na­ 
tional committee such as ha pro­ 
posed would be to “stimulate’'
